Now York. May 13.— R. G. Dun & 
Co.'s W eekly Review of Trade says: 
Unsettled weather still retards retail 
trade, and uneven distribution of mois­ 
ture prevents crop prospects from at­ 
taining an ideal position, but the gen­ 
eral result is much better than normal 
and far more satisfactory than at this 
time in 1904.

The incident is unimportant, as it doesn’t matter what the 


mood of the robber is, so long as he does the robbing thorough­ 


ly. 
However, it does not add to the good standing of these 


gentlemen that they thus make sport of the most merciless 


fleecing of the public that has ever been indulged in by any 


illegal organization. 
The laugh, we hope, will some day be on 


the other side.

first news of the death of young Croker 
was received in Kansas City when the 
local police were requested to hunt for 
a negro who is said to have placed 
Croker on the train at Kansas City.

Croker was found dead iii a car seat 
just before the train reached Newton. 
The body was taken from the train at 
Newton. 
His identity did not become 
actually known until a message was 
received from Richard Croker, Jr., at 
New York, several hours later, asking 
the authorities to hold the remains, 
and stating that he would leave the 
east immediately 
for Newton.

first clew to Croker’s identity was a 
letter found in the dead man's pocket 
addressed to Zuch Mulhall, formerly of 
Oklahoma, who is now’ holding a Wild 
West show in New York city, to Jo­ 
seph Miller, manager of the famous 
”101” ranch at Bliss, O. T.

The negro as­ 
sisted Croker into a seat and then gave 
him a purse containing a railroad.tick- 
et and $10, counting the money out to 
Croker. 
Immediately after the train 
started Croker fell into a deep sleep, 
snoring loudly. Later he grew quieter. 
As the train neared Newton the con­ 
ductor, who wished to take up Croker’s 
ticket, shook him to arouse him anil 
found him dead.

The negro who put young Croker on 
the train has been found.

Clias. Woodson, a porter at the Coat©’* 
hotel. 
Woodson sttys that Croker ar­ 
rived at the hotel itbout 8 p. rn. in an 
intoxicated condition.

Croker did not register at the hotel, 
anil it is not believml that he stoppisl 
at any other hotel during his brief stay 
in the city. Woodson tells a straight 
story, and the police do not think that 
he was guilty of robbing Croker or 
otherwise abusing his confidence.
